SEVERE DRCUGHT 


Australia is suffereing from one of 
the worst droughts in her recorded 
history. One of the lowest wheat 
yields. on record, which will not much 
more than meet requirements of the 
Australian pcople; low yeilds of all 
other crops; large scale slawghier- 
ings of livestock because of the lack 
of pasture; dust storms flying across 
the country, with the necessity of 
eancelling of air travel; the blowing 
pway of fertile top soil; the fear 
that unless generous rains appear 
ther will be no moisture reserves 
for the forthcoming crops, and the 
necessity of the American Armed 
Forees in the Pacific importing 
wheat and other foodstuffs from the 
United States instead of drawing 
upon nearby Australia for their sup- 
plies. Relief committees have been 
set up. 

We on thesq prairies are only too 
painfully familiay with these phen- 
omena. Those who have been through 
these distressing conditions in West- 
crn Canada will certainly extend their 
over-flowing sympathy to our bro- 
thers in Australia in their time of 
acute distress. Remembering the 
generous help that poured ‘into our 
stricken drought areas from farm- 
ers and city people of all our pro- 
vinces, I am sure I speak for all 
‘our prairia farmers in saying that 
we would like to send to Austraha 
some tangible recognition of our

FROM OTTAWA 


Rumors that, no matter what the 
result in North Grey, Premier Kirg 
will mot cal] parliament, have Leen 
dispelled by the prime minister. 
M.P.’s and Senators will assemble 
on Jan. 31, as planned. But the 
meeting is expected to be brief, It 
is probable that pariament will sit 
for only a day or two and then 
prorogue until aftr the by-election. 
Whether or not it will meet again 
before a federal election may de- 
pend on the outcome in North Grey. 
It is known that the prime minisetr 
wants Gen. McNaughton in the 
Commons where he can give first 
hand information to the people’s 
elected representatives. The north 
Crey vote will. be the first pro- 
nounvement by any Canadian eles 
tors on the reinforcement  issv@ 
which’ parliament considered only 
n few weeks ago. An adverse vota 
might be considered by the govern: 
ment as justifying an appeal to the 
Canadian people as a whole. 

Though post-war plans are in full 
swing, some already in effet, na- 
tional efforts stil concentrated ¢n 
the war. Despite heavier European 
fighting the R.C.A.F has sufficient 
air crew trained for all possiba de: 
velopments Rumors that training 
of air crew might be resumed: ap- 
pear to be wrong. But Air Marshail 
Robert Leckie has been overseas dis- 
cussing plans for use of part of tho 
R.C.A.F. against Japan when tho 
big Pacific offensive starts.

Angus Macdonald has also jbeen in 
Britain conferring with allied lead- 
ers on the part the Canadian navy 
will play in the Pacific.

During 
these years the people of most of the democratic countries in Europe have 
learned what it is like to live under German domination, and all this has 
led to a new awakening to the great value of our freedom, and of our 
need to take a much more active interest in both nationa] and international 
affairs, if we are not to be again, and perhaps even more seriously, threatened 
in the future:
